When 1hc .\ldrich emergency 
currency bill was beftre the sen¬ 
ate il became ngeessary in order to 
a)ipriciate its -coin; and cfTtvt to 
make .1 study of the ccntr.ilizati«n 
and community of control in the in¬ 
dustrial. tran-|Kirtatioii and tinan- 
cial business of the country. I'nit- 
isl .siiatcs senator recently madesneb 
an investigation and the results of 
it showeil that the business, of the 
lOiintry in ail these lines. sjK'aking 
of il in a broad national way, is 
controlleil by about one hnnilred 
men. This comiiaratively small 
group of men and the centralized 
and combined inlcR'sis which they 
re|iresent and control eoiisiilnte 
what, for convenience is called the 
■’.'system." In this list of a liiin- 
dred names wail the name of one 
Uniteil States senator. 

Cliaimcey M. lX'i>cw, I'nitcd 
States senator fnan New 'N’ork, is 
cbaimian of the boanl of directors 
of the N’ew York Central and Hud¬ 
son River Railroad company and a 
director of sixty-two other ’’.Sys¬ 
tem’’ and seini-’‘Systcm’’ trans|x)r- 
talioii anil franchise eonxiration-s 
ami eombinatinns. Among the men 
named as rct>rc«enting the "Sys¬ 
tem’’ control of the bn.'incss and 
industrial life of the country, some 
disclaimed inqiorianl |iurtiei|>ation 
in this great “.Syslian” control. In 
order to make plain the relative 
|K)siiioii of the men named and to 
show why they \vorc incliideil in 
the list they were classificti in four 
groups. In the first group arc 
Morgan, Rockefeller, overshadow¬ 
ing all others in inqmrlance and al¬ 
most dominating the "System.” In 
the second group arc the names of 
fourteen men; men of large means 
and amsidcrahle inde|>cndent con¬ 
trol.

increasing ignorance and lowered 
standards of living will make the 
fight of the unions more difficult.
